This is going to be a very difficu lt campaign 
for both political parties. Nixon and Kennedy are 
abou t evenly matched for b etter or for worse. 
Nixon has enemies and admirers; so has Kennedy. 
Bu t Kennedy has a su itt-acting, well-financed o r­ 
ganization su ch k s Nixon cannot ho(>e to have. 
This is one occasion which proves that a ceiling 
mu st bo pu t on campaign expenditu res or vve shall 
sooner or later have ou r elections on the au ction 
block . 
If the Repu blicans attem pt to compete with 
the Democratic give-away program, there will he 
no logical reason why anyone shou ld vote lor or 
against cither party. The Democratic platlorm 
calls for the bank ru ptcy of the United States and 
the depreciation of the American dollar to w orth­ 
lessness. Read the platform and try some m athe­ 
matics on it* Try to calcu late where the moiv y 
is to come from. The Democrats say that it can 
come from increased produ ction. They say that if 
steel produ ction is down 50 per cent, bring it u p 
to 100 }>or cent; if au tomobile produ ction is down, 
the Democrats wou ld bring it u p. etc.. etc. 
Bu t the qu estion that arises here is how the 
Democrats do this? We have ou tpriced ou rselves 
not only in foreign mark ets bu t in ou r domestic 
mark et. You ng people are bu ying foreign cars in 
the United States becau se they are cheaper; they 
are bu ying foreign k nitwear becau se they are 
both cheaper and better. 
Are the Democrats going to increase produ c­ 
tion by a protective tariff? Aro the Democrats 
going to reject GATT? Are the Democrats going 
to pu t a ceiling on wages, profits and prices to 
m ak e American goods competitive with Eu ropean 
and Asiatic-made goods? Are the Democrats go­ 
ing to end costly featherbedding by both labor 
and management in American indu stry? 
These are very practical qu estions lor the Re­ 
pu blicans to ask not only of the Democrats bu t 
also of themselves becau se if the Repu blican plat­ 
form imitates the Democratic platform in eco­ 
nomic impru dence, there will be no choice be­ 
tween parties.

It is not 
important as to whom the British or the Ru ssians 
or the Congolese want to he President of the 
United States or its Secretary of State. There has 
been too mu ch interference in American affairs 
by other cou ntries. The reason for Khru shchev’s 
hating Nixon is that he told that bu ffoon off on 
his own territory in Moscow for all the world to 
see. That was u nforgivable in the eyes of the 
blown-u p clow n who bu ilds his career on a hate- 
America program. 
It is to hr* hoped that neither candidate will 
resort to cheapness and vu lgarity, for if one can 
hit, the other can hit hack . The issu es before the 
nation are so seriou s that a debate on issu es 
rather than a swatting campaign is in order. Both 
Nixon and Kennedy are able to debate withou t 
ghost-written speeches. Each can stand on his 
own feet. 
Those Repu blicans who believe that the Re­ 
pu blicans mu st ou t-promise the Democrats are 
impractical. First of ally they cannot ou t-promise 
the Democrats becau se the latter have already 
promised everything to everybody. The Repu bli­ 
cans need to point to ou r perils, to the dangers 
we face, to the au sterity we face. 
Richard Nixon mu st deal with the problems 
of sou nd money and fu ll employment honestly and 
realistically. The American voter, particu larly his 
wife, k nows that the dollar is in real trou ble. He 
needs a promise of sou nd money. He needs to be 
told how the valu e of the dollar can be re-estab­ 
lished.

By W E S T BR O O K PE GLE R 
CHICAGO, Ju ly 26 -There is a 
head-on issu e of tru th or falsehood 
between the statements of Senator 
Barry Goldwater and the Kennedy 
brothers in their accou nts of the 
McClellan Committee's 
investiga­ 
tion of Walter Reu ther’s empire, 
the United Au to Work ers. Either 
Goldwater is lying or the Ken- 
nedys lied in 
their 
self-serving 
book called "The Eenemy Within,” 
dealing with the u nion rack et in­ 
qu iry. 
Goldwater has long insisted that 
Senator Jack Kennedy protected 
Reu ther and his u nion. Reu ther is 
now the chief u nion henchman of 
the Kennedy campaign. 
Jack and his you nger brother, 
Robert, chief cou nsel to the com­ 
mittee, took over the investigation 
from Chairman John McClellan, an 
Ark ansas Democrat who was u n­ 
acqu ainted with the su bject be­ 
cau se Ark ansas is not an indu strial 
state. 
Goldwater says 
they ran 
things as they pleased. In the com­ 
mittee's majority report and in 
"The Enemy Within” they white­ 
washed Reu ther and the UAW. 
Goldwater is preparing a separ­ 
ate accou nt for 
the 
campaign. 
Meanwhile his version is contained 
in the committee's minority re­ 
port. Barry alone carried on the 
fight against Reu ther and the Ken- 
nedys and a claqu e of Washing­ 
ton reporters and commentarians 
of the news magazines and radio- 
TV. He ordered two reporters ou t 
of his office after calling them 
liars and threatened to throw them 
ou t by hand if they ever came 
back . That is no way to cu ltivate 
the Washington cabal. The Ken­ 
nedy's. on the other hand, mak e 
general accu sations of bribery or 
payola 
against 
reporters 
and 
broadcasters whom they do not 
name. There is a mother lode of 
pay dirt here reminiscent of the 
Van Doren TV qu iz scandal. 
Assu ming that the Kennedys col­ 
laborated on Bobby’s book , they 
wrote that Jack McGovern, a Re­ 
pu blican lawyer and investigator 
for the committee, laid an egg in 
Goldwater’s pet project. This was 
the long reign of terror by the 
UAW at Kohler, Wis., in which one 
victim was beaten so badly that 
he died.

McGovern 
tu rned in a report consisting main­ 
ly of warmed-over docu ments of 
the Labor Relations Board. 
Goldwater retorts that the com­ 
mittee, with a staff sometimes as 
large as 100 qu alified experts, re­ 
fu sed to give McGovern even one 
assistant. 


The Kennedys mak e mu ch of a 
charge that McGovern, a Repu bli­ 
can, was a political appointee, al­ 
thou gh Bobby Kennedy was ap­ 
pointed as a Democrat.

Kennedy 
book has a chapter entitled "Get 
Reu ther” in which he is depict­ 
ed as a noble victim of an anti­ 
labor campaign by a sordid re­ 
actionary’ Repu blican. Goldwater 
points ou t that both K nnedys 
"divorced” themselves from the 
Reu ther-UAW 
situ ation.

the Kennedys admit, as thou gh 
they had done a virtu ou s thing

bribery, extortion and collu sion 
with the u nderworld have oc­ 
cu rred in the UAW.” 
Richard T. Gosser is senior vice 
president of the UAW and "sec­ 
ond in power to Reu ther. him­ 
self.” A Toledo local charged 
Gosser with "corru ption.” The 
Reu ther execu tive force fou nd 
him not gu ilty and tired the fi­ 
nancial secretary of the local 
which made the charges. 
"The evidence shows that Rich­ 
ard Thomas Gosser. alias Rich­ 
ard McMu llen, 
Richard Goffer 
and Richard Goofer, has a police 
record of arrests and indictments 
for bu rglary, au to theft and re­

property,” 
said 
Goldwater’s minority rei>ort. "He 
was convicted of armed robbery 


and sentenced to 2 k to 15 years 
in Michigan State Reformatory.” 
Gosser owned a residence in

and 1.829 acres in Florida. He 
also had nu merou s bank accou nts 
all on a salary of $12,000 a 
year hu t with an informal side­ 
line in slot machines in Toledo.

Pope John said he decided to 
propose to the ecumenical council 
— a meeting of Roman Catholic 
prelates from around the world, 
expected to conv ene in a year or 
two — fundamental principles for 
liturgical reforms.

sia <AP)—Long lines of Africans 
streamed back to work today , in­ 
dicating a return to normal after j 
three day s of noting in w'hioh at 
least nine Negroes were killed and 
118 injured. 
Eighty 
per cent of the labor 
force was back at work in the 
city 's 450 factories after a work 
boy cott that accompanied the v io­ 
lence. The rest of the workers 
were ex pected on the job later. 
Military cordons protected 
all 
roads to the industrial sites from 
interference by diehard rioters. 
Police confirmed that their gun­ 
fire killed fiv e of the slain nine 
Africans. 
The 
police 
said 
they 
fired in self-defense. At least one 
of the dead was battered to death 
by rioters enforcing the work boy ­ 
cott. 
The rioting was confined to the 
city 's African sectors, which more 
than 2.000 European and African 
soldiers and police sealed off to 
protect the city 's 45,000 whites. 
Soldiers established a number of 
tactical strong points throughout 
the v iolence areas. The rioters al­ 
so lost considerable of their zeal 
after they drank up all the looted 
beer and wine that helped fuel 
their orgy of v iolence and burning.

The old Bev ier Home at Mar­ 
bletown, 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
J uly 16 the home of the Ulster 
County Historical Society, under 
the leadership of its president, 
Kenneth E. Hasbrouck, had a 
large turn out for an interesting 
and instructiv e talk on the Van- 
derlyns. Miss Louise Heron cov ­ 
ered the liv es of sev eral Vander- 
lyns, and of course, especially, 
J ohn Vanderlyn. She had a quiet 
and attentiv e audience. Colored 
slides were shown of well known 
Vanderlyn works, such as paint­ 
ing of Theodosia Burr, minia­ 
ture of eye, (a popular fad of 
those years.) Part of panorama 
for which he had such hopes. A 
sketch of Columbus, Adriadne, 
Cleopatra, a bowl of apples, and 
a number of portraits etc., Miss 
Heron told about his panorama 
painting 
at 
the 
Metropolitan 
Museum in 1934 bringing some 
16,(XX) sight-seers. 
A number of Vanderlyns w’ere 
on display in the v arious rooms 
of the old stone house and some 
75 people, members and friends 
of the Ulster County Historical 
Society enjoyed light refresh­ 
ments and sparking conv ersation 
and meeting old friends. It was 
a lov ely way to spend a pleasant 
afternoon in these picturesque 
surroundings. Miss Heron said 
that some 300 to 400 portraits 
were painted by Vanderlyn and 
the Senate House in Kingston 
has some 54. His paintings are 
owned and lov ed by art collec­ 
tors art galleries and priv ate 
owners, ev en the famous Tate 
Gallery in London has one.

thrown on a screen and enlarged. 
It certainly w'ould be interesting 
to study each painting that way. 
One can nearly see the brush

Ev eryone 
should be familiar with our own 
J ohn Vanderlyn. His landing of 
Cofumbus is in the Rotunda at 
the Washington D. C. capitol. 
It appeared on the hack of the 
old, large $5 bill. He painted 
the “ Landing of Columbus” in 
Paris where he liv ed from 1842 
to 1846. 
If you do go to Washington 
and look at the first panel, north 
of the east door of the Rotunda, 
you will certainly see it. It is 
18 feet by 12, the uniform size 
of the series of pictures. The col­ 
ors are brilliant and figures life- 
size. 
Vanderlyn 
was 
bom 
in 
Kingston in 1775, and died here 
on Sept. 23 1852. He was a pu­ 
pil of Gilbert Stuart, friend and 
protege of Aaron Burr, whose 
portrait he also painted. He was 
awarded a medal at Paris in 
1808 
from 
Napoleon 
for 
his 
“ Marius Among the Ruins of 
Carthage." His portraits include 
those of Washington, Monroe, 
Madison, Calhoun, Clinton, Zac­ 
hary' Taylor, and many other 
distinguished men. besides many 
prominent men and women of 
Kingston and Ulster County. 
His first “ Adriane in Nax os" 
is owned by the Pennsylv ama 
Academy of Fine Arts, A self 
portrait is owned by the Metro­ 
politan Museum. His portrait of 
Washington, full length, is in 
the House of Representativ es. I

hope 
Mr. 
Hasbrouck
